LAWS  FORBIDDING  THE  DESTRUCTION 
OF  TIMBER  IN  EUROPE. 
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In  OmnaiiT  th*’  rarr>o>  frurcruiM'oU  [ 
own  and  nma^p-,  in  a  conservative 
spirit,  a  boot  one  third  of  tbe  forest 
area,  and  tlx-v  also  control  the  managt*- 
ment  qf  an  >th*-r  sixth,  which  belongs  tf> 
riling**  cities  and  pablic  institutions, 
in  so  far  as  these  <  *  mini  out  ti*w  are 
obliged  to  employ  expert  f> centers  and 
.  most  t»n l>mit  theit  u<-rl»iiig  plans  to  the 
govern m»^t  for  approval,  thus  prevent¬ 
ing  improvident  and  wanteful  methxU 
The  other  half  of  the  fore**t  property, 
in  the  hands  of  private  owners,  is  maxi" 
aged  mostly  without-  interference,  al- 
t h<>ugh  upon  method*  similar  to  those 
employed  by  the  government,  and  by 
trained  lnrv*fer>,  jvho  rcceiv©  their  «ria- 
cation  in  one  of  the  eight  higher  and  .sev¬ 
erer  lower  school*  of  for»  >.try  which  the 
various  government*  have  established. 

The  several  states  differ  in  their  laws 
regarding  f.jri9<t  pr»*perty.  Of  the  pri¬ 
vate  forests -7o  ]»rr*<it  are  without  auv 
-  control  whatever,  .while  30  p  r  cent  are 
subject  to  supervision,  so  far  as  clearing 
and  devastation  are  oomvrm-'L 
The  tendency  on  rjie  part  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment  has  btt  ii  rather  toward  persua¬ 
sive  measures.  Thu*  in  addition  tobuy- 
*  ing  np  or  acquiring  by  exchange  and  re¬ 
foresting  waste  laxxU — setae  300, 0(h) 
acres  have  b*i-n  so  refor>-^t«sl  daring  the 
hi*r  25  year* — the  govenuth-ut  gives  at- 
sioianee  to  private*  owners  in  reforesting 
their  Wasp*  land  During  tlx*  last  10 
year»f:<Oo,OOOwas  granted  in  this  way. 

In  Austria,  )»v  a  law  adopted  in  tH&f, 
not  only  are  tlx*  state  fur»>ts— c<  an  pris¬ 
ing  less  fhiui  3<>  per  c.-ur  >>f  the  total 
forest  area— Tat»<mally  mahaged,  and 
the  man.igenx  nf  of'  the  «-ommnnal  for¬ 
ests — nearly  40  pt  <•*  Nt — officially  sn- 
perrised,  hat  private  owners— holding 
about  32  js-r  cent — are  prevent**!  from 
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tributing  tlm-4  -fifths  of  the  c*  *  ^ 

fdrest atiounponcoudit ion  that  the  work 
is  done  a<‘C<«rding  to  its  plans  and  within 
the  time  specific^!  by  the  government. 

In  Russia  until  lately  liberty  to  cut, 
bum,  destrviy  and.  devastate  waf  uure- 
.  strictini,  but  in  l^ss  a  comprehensive 
and  well  considered  law  cut  off,  so  far 
as  this  can  Ik*  (lone  on  pajier,  this  liberty 
of  vandalism.  For  autocratic  Russia 
this  law  is  rather  timid  ;uid  isiu  the  na¬ 
ture  of  a  c<  uupn  anise  K  twi*en  commu¬ 
nal  ami  private  inter*  sts.  in  which  much 
if  not  all  depends  on  the  gooil  will  of 
the  private  owner. 

A  fedenil  law  was  adopted  in  Switzer¬ 
land  in  lb 7 tJ  which  gives  the  federation 
control  over  thcfor*->ts  i»f  tht^moautaiu 
region  embracing  eight  entire  can n ms 
and  parts  of  seven  others,  or  over  1,000,  - 
000  acres  of  f< *n  -*r. .  The  fe<leratiop  itself 
does  not  own  any  fore>t  land,  :uJ*l  the 
cantons  hardly"  XOO,  t>*H)  acres,  somewhat 
over  4  per  ivpf  of  tin*  forest  area,  two- 
thirds  of  which  is  hidd  in  -  communal 
ownership  ami  the  rest  by  privat#  ^  u 
era.  , 

Tho  federal  authorities  have  si^perri 
sion  over  all  cantonal,  communal  and 
private  forests,  s*»  far  as  they  aroi**pro- 
t*  ‘ive forests,”  but  the  cxivutinunf  tho 
law  rests  with  the  cantonal  authorities 
under  the  inspection  of  federal  officers. 

In  F ran* v  not  only  docs  the  stafd  man¬ 
age  its  Own  forest  property,  one-kiinth 
of  the  forest  area,  in  approved  manner, 
and  tupenriso  the  m.uiagi  meut  of  for¬ 
ests  belonging  to  communities  and  Other 
pablic  institutions;  double  the  area  erf 
state  forests,  in  a  manucr  similar  to  the 
regulation  of  for*  -fs  in  tb  ruiany,  but  it 
extends  its  ct*ntndover  the  Jarge  area  of 
private  forests  by  f«tr bidding  anV  clear¬ 
ing  exi*ept  with  th  .  a-  at  of  tho  forest 
administration.  — t  <Btuiy  Nlagazjne.

b**  indicted  also  for  spren»ling  the  dis- 
euso  by  conecloue  e.\|>osiire  of  others 
thereto  by  hie  preeenc**  tn  public  plucee 
— such  as  on  tbe  streets,  iu  halls,  etc. 
He  might  be  Indicted  as  a  public  nuis¬ 
ance  for  endangering  the  public  health 
In  this  way,  even  If  no  consequence  bad 
followed.  The  law  provides  some  |>en- 
alty  for  such  offences  against  the  public 
safety.'’

This  introduction  of  himself  to  the 
chief  captain  of  Us  Roman  00 Sort  at 
Jerusalem  shows  that  Paul  loved  the 
city  in  which  he  had  been  brought  up. 
and  that  be  poeeee*#d  one  of  Ue  first 
and  moat  essential  element*  which  go  to 
constitute  a  man  a  patriot  and  a  good 
citizen.  Love  ef  one  *  country,  loyally  to 
IU  beat  interests,  wlllingueee  to  make 
eacrifl-ee  for  IU  walfare.  these  are  quail 
ties  which  go  to  coestitut#  a  man  a  citi¬ 
zen  lo  the  truant  and  best  sense.  It 
takes  a  good  deal  m*>re  than  either  birth 
In  a  certain  country  or  papers  of  natural¬ 
ization  to  make  a  man  a  good  citizen 
Neither  tbe  one  nor  the  other  will 
make  him  a  good  citizen  if  be  makes 
his  citizenship  rights  aud  privileges 
serve  purely  selfish  ends.  A  true  citi¬ 
zen  in  all  hie  acts  as  a  citizen  will  keep 
iu  mind  tbe  interests  and  welfare  of  the 
many,  in  fact  of  the  nation  at  large,  and 
will  if  necessary  sacrifice  bis  own  personal 
interests  to  the  interests  of  tha  communi¬ 
ty.  Over  fifty  year*  ago  a  president  of  a  col¬ 
lege  wrote  these  words :  “  When  analyzed 
"the  spirit  of  patriotism  consists  of  two 
elements  the  love  of  country,  end  a  will¬ 
ingness  to  employ  the  choicest  powers, 
physical.  Intellectual,  and  moral,  in  ad¬ 
vancing  Its  interest,  honor,  and  happi- 
ness.’* 

This, I  know, is  a  high  .standard,  which 
is  far  too  seldom  reitvfctt*  tu  these  days, 
aV.u  because  it  is  so  seldom  reached  there 
is  all  tbe  more  reason  why  attention 
should  be  called  to  it  from  the  pulpit, 
and  such  efforts  as  tbe  Fssqx  County 
Christian  Endeavor  Union  Is  putting 
fort  h  be  made  to  stir  up  a  spirit  of  true 
patriotism,  and  till  men  with  noble  con¬ 
ceptions  of  their  rights  and  privileges  as 
citizens.  Though  1  have  always  held, 
and  bold  still,  that  tbe  less  tbe  pulpit 
discusses  general  political  questions  the 
belter,  1  at  the  same  time  feel  that  it  is 
perfectly  legitimate  and  right,  yea,  and 
necessary  for  sermons  to  be  preached 
whose  aim  shall  be  to  inilueuce  men  to 
act  ms  citizens  from  highest  motives 
and  according  to  highest  principles  of 
morality  and  righteousness. 

Christ  said  of  the  Church,  *-Ye  are  the 
salt  of  tbe  earth,”  an  I  as  salt  is  oue  of 
natures  greatest  purifiers  aud  preservers, 
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so  tbe  Church  should  by  her  power  uud 
purity  never  cease  to  exert  a  purifyiug 
inilueuce  upon  society,  uud  help  preserve 
thn  country  from  a  Corrupt  use  of  the  pri¬ 
vileges  of  citizenship  Indeed,  thn  inter¬ 
ests  of  Christianity  itself  demand  that 
with  no  uncertain  souud  God's  snrvauts 
should  fearlessly  poiutout  the  perils  that, 
threaten  to  destroy  the  rights  and  privi¬ 
leges  of  true  citizenship,  aud  should  at 
tbs  same  time  call  attention  to  those 
moral  principles  which  should  govern 
all  men  in  tbe  exercise  of  those  rights 
and  privileges.  We  desire  thie  morning 
to  cousider  some  things  which  are  ne¬ 
cessary  to  good  citizenship.  It  will  be 
Impossible  to  cover  all  the  subject,  but 
there  are  some  very  lmportaut  princi¬ 
ples  to  which  attention  should  be  called. 

First.  I  believe  that  good  citiaenship  in¬ 
volve*  the  poneeesum  of  high  moral  princi¬ 
ple*.  I  do  not  say  that  an  immoral  man 
cannot  love  his  country,  or  cannot  pos¬ 
sess  a  certain  amount  of  loyalty  to  its 
material  interests.  He  may.  But  I  do 
say  that  an  Immoral  man  lacks  that  bal¬ 
ance  and  sensitiveness  of  conscience 
which  are  so  essential  to  enable  a  man 
to  do  as  he  ought  as  a  man  and  as 
a  citizen.  An  immoral  man  is  not 
under  the  restraint  that  a  moral,  godly 
man  is.  He  is  not  under  the  restrain¬ 
ing  influence  of  conscience  and  right¬ 
eous  principles.  He  can  be  bribed  or 
cajoled  or  flattered  into  a  course  of 
action  contrary  to  the  best  interests  of 
tbe  State  or  community.  Instead  of 
using  his  rights  and  privileges  as  a  citi¬ 
zen  for  tne  general  good,  he  has  ao  con¬ 
science  about  making  those  rights  and 
privileges  serve  his  owu  selfish  end*; 
and  when  that  Is  the  case,  you  have  a 
development  of  Me  Kanes  and  Suther¬ 
lands,  and  Tammanyites,  and  auch  like. 

There  are  some  whom  I  hold  cannot 
be  citizens ;  the  very  business  lo  which 
they  are  engaged  makes  It  impossible. 
No  man  who  Is  engaged  in  the  rum  busi¬ 
ness,  I  care  not  who  he  is,  can  be  a  good 
citizen.  Good  citizenship  and  beer-sell¬ 
ing  are  an  anomaly.  No  man  Is  a  good 
oltizen  who  aever  exercises  his  rights 
and  privileges  as  a  citizen  on  the  aide  of 
good  government.  And  the  fact  Is  that 
the  whole  army  of  men  engaged  in  th* 
liquor  traffic  never  think  of  exerting  their 
rights  and  privileges  in  the  Interest  of 
morality  or  good  government.  They, 
care  not  for  tbe  general  good  of  the 
State  or  the  aatloa  ;  they  throw  their  en¬ 
tire  influence  on  the  side  of  personal  in¬ 
terest  and  aggrandizement,  and  they 
have  no  scruples  whatever  as  to  the 
methods  by  which  they  secure  their 
selfish  aims.  To  them  the  iatenets  of 
the  rum  business  are  supreme. 

In  the  Dominion  of  Canada  the  Gov- 


a means:  has  In  s 
the  fart  that  n  asa 
rum  bo «i neon  disqualifies  b 
the  fall  rights  oC  cittannehlp. 
that  *u -h  a  dm  caoDot  hold 
cipal  off.ee.  That  I 
or  dealrr  lo  rum  can  he  Jfnyor  or  Aidcr- 
man  of  soy  city,  of  hfi  elected  lo  any 
office  In  tbe  guverumo^  o I  cities,  town*, 
or  villi  age*.  The  r*ae  n  for  Ikh  In  evi¬ 
dent.  By  the  1  u-c dss system  tbe  liquor 
bueine —  and  Gov  emfeut  of  cities,  and 
towns  are  ao  connected  that  mew  la  office 
having  n  i*arsooal  infiereet  la  that  busi¬ 
ness  might  use  their  office  fur  Ita  beoe 
fit.  This  the  government  prohibits  It 
would  be  a  good  thiag  if  such  a  law  ex 
lnted  in  every  State  In  the  Union. 

Another  thing.  Mo  man  whoen  reli¬ 
gious  indicts  bind  him  In  allegtanoe  first 
and  foremoet  and  forever  to  the  dicta  ten 
of  the  prieet,  bishop,  or  pope  can  be  a 
good  ciuzeo  in  Ibis  or  any  other  country. 
Boms u  Catholics  arc  bound  under  tbe 
awful  fear  of  excommunication  from  the 
rites  of  the  Church  to  exercise  their 
rights  **  citizens  as  they  are  directed 
and  bidden  by  the  hierarchy.  And  they 
do  tbu-  act  no  matter  what  tbe  conse¬ 
quences  lo  the  country,  or  evep  to  tbe 
political  party  to  which  by  personal  pre¬ 
ference  they  are  allied.  It  1*  known  as 
a  fact  that  can  be  abundantly  proved, 
that  Irish  Republicans  were  forced  in 
toe  la.-t  Presidential  election  by  their 
priests  to  vote  for  Cleveland,  although 
they  preferred  to  vote  for  Harrison,  the 
reason  being  that  General  Morgan,  who 
was  Pr<  nideut  llarrison  a  Commissioner 
of  Indian  Affairs,  would  not  allow  himself 
to  be  tbe  tool  of  the  Roman  Catholics 
In  securing  large  appropriations  for  tbe 
support  of  their  sectarian  schools  arnoug 
the  Indians.  I  call  attention  to  this 
only  to  illustrate  what  I  ain  trying  to 
set  forth,  namely,  that  no  man  can  be  a 
good  citizen  who  exercises  his  rights  an 
a  citizen  for  selfish  purposes,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  religious  sectarian  aggran-# 
dlzenient.  Undoubtedly^  Lbs  Aoman 
Catholics  have  overstepped  the  mark  for 
ODC-a,  und  like  a  boonieraug  they  will  yet 
feel  the  reaction  of. their  own  doing*. 

A  man  must  be  free  from  the  dictates 
and  despotic  interference  of  ecclesiastical 
rulers  if  he  Is  goiug  to  be  a  true  citizen 
in  the  country  iu  which  he  lives.  Evory 
min  should  l>e  absolutely  free  in  the 
exerci-e  of  his  rights  and  privileges  as  a 
citizen  H**  should  be  Indeed,  as  is  so 
frequently  claimed  in  this  country,  a 
sovereigu  citizeu,  sovereign  of  his  own 
couscicix-e  aud  of  bis  owu  acts,  and  no 
priest  inis  auy  right  to  iu  auy  way  inter¬ 
fere.  • 

Good  rilizeuship  Involves  the  posses- 
sloti  « I  high  moral  principles,  aud  conse¬ 
quent  i>  notliing  should  so  fit  a  man  for 
citizenship  as  the  pine  aud  purifyiug  re¬ 
ligion  .if  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  ^)ther 
thing.-,  being  equal,  a  man  permeate*  by 
the  principles  of  truth  and  ilghteous- 
uess  ineiil rated  by  the  word  of  God,  a  man 
living  j»  godly  live,  oue  under  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  has  bis  citizen¬ 
ship  in  heaven,  is  above  all  best  quali¬ 
fied  to  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privi¬ 
leges  of  earthly  citizenship;  and  being 
thus  qualified,  he  undoubtedly  ought  to 
take  his  place  as  a  citizen. 

Second.  Hood  citizenship  undoubtedly 
inrolo  *  >( pructicnl  interest  inpublic  affairs. 
He  win)  has  uo  concern  for  the  tem¬ 
poral  or  tutual  well-being  of  bis  fellow- 
citizens,  who  tukes  110  interest  iu  tbos* 
moveinculs  in  the  state  or  nation  which 
affect  Die  welfare  of  thousands,  or  who 
never  does  anything  to  secure  good 
government  if*  the  couutry,  should  bald¬ 
ly  be  classed  as  a  good  citizen.  It  is 
undoubtedly  the  indifference  and  inac¬ 
tivity  of  a  large  number  of  thn  Christian 
men  in  this  country  which  accounts  for 
the  existence  of  rnuuy  of  the  enormous 
evils  w  ith  which  this  country  is  burden¬ 
ed.  For  if  those  whose  convict  ions  >rbd 
sympathies  are  on  the  side  of  natality 
would  be  true  to  their  convictions,  and 
woflld  unitedly  act  in  accordance  there¬ 
with,  many  of  these  evils,  as  was  recent¬ 
ly  shown  in  this  State,  could  be  over¬ 
thrown  und  destroyed.  For  if  the  Chris¬ 
tian  people  would  units,  as  they  ought 
to  unite,  to  overthrow  the  saloon,  and 
so  sweep  from  this  land  that  greatest 
enemy  to  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of 
the  country,  it  could  be  done..  When 
moral  principles  govern  the  actions  of 

citizens  more  than  mere  party  allegiance, 

* 

th#  saloon  will  have  to  go.  Good  citi¬ 
zenship  makes  a  virtuous  nation.  What 
this  country  needs  more  than  anything 
is  a  mighty  host  of  true,  honest  citizens, 
who  will  take  an  earnest,  active  interest 
la  the  affairs  of  tbe  nation. 

But  our  subject  is  temperance  and 
good  citizenship.  From  what  has  al¬ 
ready  been  said  it  is  clear  that  these  two 
go  together?  Good  citizenship  involve* 
opposition  to  the  liquor  traffic,  and  op¬ 
position  to  the  liquor  traffic  involvee 
total  abstinence  from  tbe  use  of  intoxi¬ 
cating  drink.  No  man  can  effectually 
oppose  the  liquor  traffic  on  tbe  one  hand 
who  on  the  other  hand  supports  It  by  bis 
own  patronage.  A  moderate  drinker 
who  says  he  can  take  it  or  leave  It  alone, 
but  who  never  does  leave  It  alone,  but 
goes  right  on  taking  it,  is  worse  than  the 
poor  helpless  dtunk&rd,  who  is  a  slave 
to  the  terrible  appetite.  Every  Chris¬ 
tian  ought  to  be  a  total  abstainer.  God’s 
word  teaches  that  “  it  is  good  neither  to 
eat  flesh,  nor  to  drink  wiDe,  nor  anyth  ing 
whereby  thy  brother  stumbleth,  or  Is 
offended,  or  is  made  weak.’’  A  beer- 
drinker  can  never  live  a  consecrated 
Christian  life.  A  professing  Christian 
who  drinks  iujuies  himself  in  body  and 
sou),  causes  others  to  stumble,  sup¬ 
ports  tbe  most  iniquitous  business  that 


•  cursed  this  earth,  bring* 
upon  tbe  on  use  of  Christ,  ax 
th*  name  of  tbe  Saviour  who 
died  ou  tha  crue*  to  save  him  Away  la 
Africa.  In  a  newly  organized  Zulu  church, 
a  by-law  wan  adopted  which  reads.  “No 
mom  her  shall  he  permitted  to  drink  the 
Whiteman*  grog  ”  It  would  be  a  good 
thing  if  aim  liar  by-law*  existed  lo  every 
church  lo  Christendom,  and  were  strictly 
enforced-  The  church  would  be  purer, 
and  being  purer  her  power  for  good 
would  be  greater,  and  G**d  would  make 
her  more  than  ever  a  bleeelug  to  tbe 
world. 

We  should  md  forget  that  we  can  en¬ 
joy  our  right#  and  privilege#  as  earthly 
citizens  for  only  a  little  while.  The 
main  thing  after  all  Is  to  remember  that 
we  have  our  citizenship  in  heaven,  that 
loving  loyalty  lo  tbs  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
should  dominate  all  our  Ilfs,  that  His 
claims  should  always  be  given  th*  first 
recognition,  and  that  nothing  whatever 
should  be  allowed  to  lead  a*  to  neglect 
or  set  aside  His  claims.  80  to-day  let  us 
yield  ourselves  afresh  to  Christ,  that  w# 
may  be  true  to  Him  at  all  times,  in  ail 
things .  then  we  shall  be  the  beet  Cbrls- 
tiaos  and  the  beet  citizens,  best  fitted  to 
fill  our  places  here  on  earth,  sod  best 
fitted  to  sojoy  tbe  glories  of  t'hrlst's 
Kingdom  forever.
